which has brought about th« loss of hun- 
dreds of lives, ft wave of sympathy sweeps 
over the world, but when war has slain 
its ttus of thousands there is jubilation 
over the victory. 


England appears to be determined that 


she will not be second in the race for na- 
val supremacy, as she is fcbout to build 
four of the largest armored cruiseis ever 
designed. They will be r aly far use by 
the Utter part of next year. 
The British 


navy lias always been weak in ibis class of 
vessels, and as r ranee and Russia are both 
adding to their cruiseis, the British ad- 
mirably L is aroused to the feeliog that 
event* abroad demand an increase Jof the 
fighting strength of the navj. 
When 


Germany g«ts her new fleet, it will n*t 
seem so formidable after all. 


It is creditable to our citizens that they 


are treating the attempt of some of the 
yellow journals to force this country into 
a war, with contempt and are not los- 
ing their beads. If war should be de- 
clared the men that are now moat loudly 
clamoring for a tight wuuM make for Can- 
ada before the first gun was fired The 
men who went through the last war know 
what war means and they bsheve that the 
Amencin people should go slow.

traced to some Spanish crank there is no 
reason why we should go to war. 


"Washington. Feb. 21.—Captain Sljrs- 


bee was heard from Saturday night, but 
the telegram was not delivered at th* 
navy department until Sunday morning. 
His message goes to confirm the pr«ss 
reports of the events in Havana harbor 
us far as they relate to the exploration 
of the wreck. 
It reads as 
follows: 


"Only most experienced wrecking dive s 
can do effective work on the Maine. 
In the upper works I can use service 
divers. 
Did some work today, but with 


tlttl* success. 
Will do better tomorrow. 


Parts of Maine, especially the super- 
structure and connections, are one con- 
fused mas* of metal." 


The statement relative to experienced 


dive a is explained at the navy depart- 
ment as no reflection upon th« men now 
engaged in the work, they beinK en- 
listed m«n belonging- to the navy. 
It 


is the practice on board of men-of-war 
to assign a few men. always -volunteers 
on account of tha hazardous nature of 
the work, to duty as divers in connection 
with their refcular work. 
Tht» scope of 


their work is the exploration of the 
ships' bottoms generally, th^ disen- 
tanglement of cables from the propeller 
shafts, and sometimes the »e« rh for 
a lost torpedo or anchor. 
Such work 


rarely carries them d«ep«r than 26 feet 
into the water, and it Is said that 
for operations in deeper water, such as 
would be involved In examination of the 
Maine's bottom, their training has not 
fitted them. 
They are also lacking in 


that kind of skill necessary to enablp a 
diver to trope his way safely through 
th« internal paria of a mighty ship like 
th« Maine, torn and dismembered as 
ah* is, and this work is highly danger- 
ous. 
Creaping through narrow iron- 


bound passages and groping for the 
doors of the numerous water-tight bulk- 
heads which divide the hull into many 
compartments, on slimy lloors and in 
perfect darkness, requires the higlK?? 
experience and skill, and that Is wh; 
Captain Sigsbee with only his 
sailo 


divers at command had not been abl' 
to do much so far towards unravelling 
the mystery of the Maine's untimel> 
end. 


It is to meel just this emergency tha 


the navy department is making every 
effort to hasten the beginning of tin- 
work of recovery of goods and perhap 
the raising of the hull by professionals 
To that end Captain Lemly, the Judg' 
advocate general of the department, wa: 
at work Sunday in his office with rep 
resentatlves of wrecking companies try 
Ing to draw up contracts for the im 
mediate prosecution of the work. 
is his purpose to have two of the com 
panies combine their forces. 
They -will 


be paid on the scale of day's work, witi 
a provision for a bonus if they succeed 
in raising the vessel, thus ensuring the 
recovery of as much of the valuabl>- 
equlpment as is possible should it not 
be practicable to float the Maine again. 
Great difficulty Is expected in reaching 
the big 10-inch turret guns, each worth 
J40.000. owing not only to their own 
weight (50 tons apiere without car- 
riages), but to the enormous turrets en- 
closing them with hundreds of tons of 
steel. 
It is doubtful if the tops 01 


these turrets can be removed as was 
at first supposed by cutting off the boll 
heads that fix them to the sides, as these 
large bolts are probably countersunk 
and the heads below tht surface of the 
metal, while the confined space vithin 
the turrets would make it very difffcult 
to operate on the inside ends under 
water. 
It is hoped that it may be feas- 


ible to raise the turrets entire with thi- 
guns if lifting a-pparatus of sufficient 
power can be applied.

Marines and Police 1'rotec-tins the Span- 


iard Against Injury by Americans. 
New York, Feb. '21.—The Spanish war 


vessel Vizcaya, in command of Captain 
liulate, is off Tompkinsville, Staten isl- 
and, where she is closely guarded by 
navy yard tugs and police ji.itrol boats. 


Rear Admiral Bun< e, the command- 


ant of the New York navy yard, received 
orders from Washington last week to 
establish a careful and well appointed 
patrol to guard against any harm being 
done to the Spaniard because of public 
teelmgr. The commandant immediately 
put himself 
in communication with 


Chief of Police McCullagh and appoint- 
ed Lieutenant John A. Dougherty of the 
navy to take charge of the protective 
patrol. Chief McCullagrh instructed Cap- 
tain Smith of the harbor police to hold 
himself in readiness to supply the de- 
sired number of patrolmen to assist in 
guarding: the visiting vessel. 


A representative of the 
Associated 


Press was permitted to go aboard the 
Nina, on which tug Lieutenant Dough- 
erty established his headquarters. 
This 


boat, as well as the Narkeeta, had been 
in readiness to go down the bay and 
meet the Vizcaya from the moment that 
he latter should be sighted off the Jer- 
icy coast last Friday, but It wasnotun- 
11 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon that the 
iveather conditions permitted the naval 
guards to proceed down the bay. 


Through the thick fog could be heard 
he booming of cannon which was the 
salute given by the Vizcaya as she came 
hrough the narrows. This salute was 
answered from the jjuna at Castle Will- 
iam on Governor's island. As the Nina 
iieared the Staten 
island shore the 


Spanish cruiser loomed up out of the 
mist, and Lieutenant Neville ordered 
the marines to stand at attention and 
salute the visitor as the tug passed on 
her starboard side. The police officers 
on board also stood at attention, and 
the salute was returned by the officers 
and men who were grouped on the Viz- 
caya's deck. The Spaniard was still un- 
der way at the time with Pilot Gillespie 
on the bridge. At 3:35 o'clock the big 
vessel reached her anchorage ground 
and dropped her mudhook. As soon as 
she was anchored several boats In the 
vicinity made toward her, but they were 
quickly warned off by the naval vessels 
and v>ackeci away to a respectable dis- 
tance. 


The Undine, with Lieutenant Ward 


aboard, then made its way alongside, and 
that officer ascended the gang-way on 
the port side. As soon as he reached the 
deck he was greeted by the Spanish 
commander, to whom he tendered, in 
the name of Admiral Bunce, the cour- 
tesies of the port, which is the usual 
formality whenever a foreign war vessel 
arrives in American waters. Lieuten- 
ant Ward lemained on board about a 
Quarter of an hour, and when he de- 
ccended the gangway on his return to 
the Undine, the royal Spanish ensign 
was put at half mast. This was the first 
ii£n that the spectators afloat and ashore 
were given that the visiting craft was 
siware of ihe disaster in Havana harbor. 
Captain Kulate ordered the' flag placed 
at half-mast as a token of regret at tht 
death of the American sailors. 


Meanwhile the marines who were to 


t,%ke up tho first watch were transferred 
from the Nina to the Narkeeta, as were 
also four police and a roundsman. A 
rowboat containing three men, two of 
whom were rowing and the third was 
sitting In the stern, came out from 
Vompklnsvllle and headed directly for 
the Vizcaya.

The vessel went to 
Havana on a friendly visit and was en- 
titled to full protection; it was proper 
that extraordinary precautions be taken 
to insure her safety.

known to exist in Havana harbor, it was 
to be expei-ifd that Spain should inform 
the captain of the Maine of the fact and 
use every means to prevent any acci- 
dents to the vessel. If on the other hand 
a man with a basket of dynamite should 
go aboard the Maine and blow up the 
vessel, the fault would have plainly been 
with the officers of the vessel. It was 
their duty to keep the strictest watch 
over everybody who went on board.
